Applications for a cable television franchise to construct and operate 
a cable television system within the City of Fort Wayne shall be prepared in 
accordance with the advice contained in the instructions herein. One original 
application and twenty-four (24) copies (incluiding appendices) shall be 
received in the Office of the Board of Public Vforks^ Roan 910, City-County 
Building, One Main Street, Fort Wayne, Indiana 46802, no later than 2>00 p,m. 

on__, It should be noted that applications 

suhnitted after this date and time cannot be accepted. 

Each application shall be accoipanied by a filing fee in the amount 
of TEN THOUSAND D OT JA RS ($10,000.00) ^diich shall be made payable to the 
Controller of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 

Any person may file an application for a franchise upon payment of 
the prescribed fee. 

The entire application fee received frcm a successful applicant, to¬ 
gether with such portions of other applicant's fees as are not refunded shall be 
credited to the General Fund of the City for the puirpose of investigation of the 
Cable Ccranunications Systems Certificate applications and for establishing the 
procedures for the Cable Communications Systems regulations. 

In the event the determination costs exceed the said TEN TEDUSAND 
DOLLARS, the overage will be assessed on a pro-rata basis amoung unsuccessful 
applicants but in no case will the assessment be greater than ONE THOUSAND FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS ($1,500.00) per applicant* (i,e., each unsuccessful applicant is 
guaranteed of receiving a minimum of EIQTT THOUSAtID FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($8,500.00) refund). Refunds to unsuccessful applicants mil be made within 
thirty (30) days of granting the franchise.
